The advantages or reciprocal treaties be- 
tween nations whoso commercial wants can 
be supplied, and whose produce can advan- 
tageously be consumed ihuono by the other, 
ire manifold j their evils ore so slight that 
they ate hardly worthy ol notice or comment. 
Tha great principles of free- trade, which, il 
carried out in their lull integrity, will gradu- 
ally develop the best qualities and resources 
of evory civilized country, are worthy of in- 
ternational consideration. Il has been argued 
by no mean advocates of protection, that the 
trading portion of every country liavo all to 
train, aud the prodocer.-i nil lo loso by free 
trade, but the more fully the system enunciated 
by the greatest statesman ol the century is 
patronized and carried out, the moro patent 
do its mutualities appear, and tha more for 
cible the arguments in iU favor. The pro- 
ducer in the g;ood old time wanted nothing 
beyond the proceeds of his farm, except the 
necessaries for the sopply ol his wardrobe, and 
a ft"/ cf the luxuries of lile. Hist inloreats 
were affeoted but slightly by tho.ss of his 
neighbors, and there were few hold enough to 
express a desire for a new system which tended 
only lo increase the supply of those things 
which were not considered oeoessary even 1*0* 
comfort. But as civilization advanced, the 
wants of the people by degrees wero inoreascd, 
and the demand for many Ihings which were 
in former years unthought of except by the 
'■ upper ten thousand'' became general. Ii 
then became necessary to provide for the 
most profitable and easy satisfaction of tha 
demand, a ky.-tem of taxation which would 
not check the salo and purchase of commo- 
dities, was reluctantly admitted to ba righi 
by statesmen whose opinions had previously 
been opposed to anything like liberalism. 
Down went tha whole fabric of protective 
legislation ; the vory name seemed to vanish 
from the political vocabulary ; but still re- 
ciprocal treaties wero not even hinted at, 
and loud wsre the remonstrances when some 
of the final barriers wero thrown down, and 
an international system of froa trade was 
opened between France and England. Huw 
was the defL-it in the exchequer to be ine I ! 
said Gladstone's opponents, and many of his 
adherents reiterated the question England 
lias uaihing to oiler bill cheap coal to France, 
said the sceptics, and l.ow can wo expect 
reciprocity ! But time showed that they 
had miscalculated the enormous increase of 
trade between France mid England which in 
itself created new trades. With the removal 
of Customs duties, came nt once a decrease 
in the price of the various articles of luxury 
brought from France, and aa tho price went 
down the d matid in on equal ratio, in- 
creased, so that upon tho whole trans- 
action the public exchequer was in- 
vigorated, and th.it very early too, 
by the very measures which it was 
thought would cause a deficit. Both France 
and England wero gainers socially, ai well 
us commercially, by the uontraot, and tho 
same reasons will operate in favor ol the 
same system in other countries. In Canada 
tun reciprocal treaty has been found to wnrk 
well, but in no part of the world could it be 
possible lo lind any places more likely to by 
benefitted by such ties than the Briti h pos- 
sessions on the l'acilic oast, and tho Ameri- 
can States and territories in the same lati- 
tudes- Li our own Colony wc have coal, 
lumber aud lime, lo offer to onr neighbors, 
and in addition to these, our fish and oil 
might be rendered valuable articles of ex- 
port. In return for these, we receive from 
tho neighboring Slates an immense number 
of urlicle'j of produce, which il is certainly 
to our interest to continue to admit Iree ol 
duty. In a matter of this nature il would be 
very desirable that we should join with the 
sister Colony in proposing a treaty of recip- 
rocity. It is not essential to the success of 
such a treaty that il should be mutual, but 
it vcauld he highly desirable il such en nr- 
rangemenl could be carried out in British 
Columbia, consistently with her present sys- 
tem of taxation, that her Government should 
join with ours in bringing Ihe matter before 
the consideration of ihe Home Govcrn- 

We are glad to notice a movement on foot 
for the establishment of a Literary and Scien- 
tific Institution in Victoria. It is a slep in 
the right ditection. We hove long been de- 
sirous of seeing some energy displayed by 
the inhabitants in providing some sources of 
amusement and recraation for the long winter 
evenings. The complainthas been by one and 
all that there was no inducement for stinnger* 
to pass 1 the winter in thin city, and many 
have been induced to go down to Son Fran- 
cisco on account of the lack ol occupation 
or recreation in Victoria, This year, how- 
ever, there has been n marked improvement, 
but Ibere arc many things wanting to bring 
our city ap to her proper standard of social 
oiviliznlion. '1 he want of a public Literary 
institution and Library, has been hitherto 
felt as much os anything. The fact of their 
being no club In the town renders it the 
more necessary that there should be a read- 
ing room as some sort of substitute. Though 
why it should bo an impossibility to estab- 
lish ft club, we cannot understand, some steps 
were taken in this mailer last year, but it 
was not warmly taken up by any active mom- 
bers of onr own society. Were some few 
that we could namo lo take tho matter in 
hand, there is little doubt that tho attempt 
would be successful, as we have previously 
itated, there is not another town in any quar- 
ter of the globe, containing half our utimber 
of English inhabitants, which doe.' not boast 
„ club, and these institutions are generally 
found to be successful as regards tho share- 
bolder?, and economical to the mem- 
bers. Of the Museum end Library, 
wboso commencement seemed to prom- 
ts bo well, we have heard but little 
lately, wo hone the project is not to bo al- 
lowed' lo expire premaiurely of inanition. So 
far as public amusements go, we are decid- 
edly better Off this year than in former sea- 
sons. It has been well said by one of the 
nblesl essayists Ihlit England ever produced, 
that "the stage might bo made a perpetual 
source of the most noble and uselol entertain- 
ment, were it under proper regulations." and 
it must bo owned that lor sometime past, the 
inhabitants of Victoria have had tho oppor- 
tunity of witnessing dramatic performances, 
which would havo beer, crcditablu to any 
theatres in tho tvdtld. Since Addison wrote 
the "regulations" of k tlie stage, have greatly 
improved, nnd a public, writer professing the 
mme •BntiroenU, would hardly find it ncc- 
«nary to qualify its utility and nobility as 
„n entertainment at the present day. Certain- 
ly where a laudable endeavor to gratify the 
public taste in the management so is ably 
backed by high hirilrioaic arl and talent as 
it hoB been our fortune to witness has been 
the case of lata in the Victoria Theatre, we 
must accord to Ihe drama that "its contem- 
.lation i« not an unprofitable occupation for 
,,me of the vacant hours of life."

tant decision rendered yesterday by Chicl 
Justice Comsron, in the matler of Mr. Ring 
aud lho City Council, it has been decided 
lhal Ihat body lies not the power under the 
Act of Incorporation to impose direct laxa 
tion.

English Oolonios are not all governed by 
English laws, some are governed by French, 
some by Spanish, end soma by Roman- 
Dutch laws; these being tho laws ihat were 
in oxistence at the time they were conq-iorcd 
or ceded. And therefore according lo 
Blackstoue, the common law of England has 
no allowance or authority there ; they being 
no part of ilia mother country, but distinct 
though dopendent domiatons. In this class 
is Canada. Il is true lhal Upper Camilla has 
adopted English la ws ; bul il is by statute, 
audit has much in common with Lower 
Canada, the laws of which have, been do- 
rived Irom Prance, and are in many features 
oon'esscdly repugnant to tho laws of Bag- 
land. 

Their muniuipsl corporation law contains 
soma provisions of this nature, which there- 
fore cannot e.vist here. It is nol necessary 
for the Couitnow to say whether there are 
any such in the local statute. 'That it is da- 
feciive in in iny respects cannot be doubled, 
but that the Court cannot lomedy. It must 
proeoed to its oonstrtiotion according to the 
words used by the Legislature, and in their 
ordinary sanse, unless they lead to manifest 
injustice nr absurdity. Something of the latter 
nature i; pbsorved at the outset. The pream- 
ble recites that il is expedient, and the lirst 
section actually enacls, that the portion of 
land detcrited in lho schedule shall be in 
corporatod! wb/oh ii iudeed a -surd. This 
land cam •' s e or make by laws, or ait ai a 
person in any way. Something intended by 
the Legislature has been omitted, which the 
court cannot supply. From lha purview it 
gathers thai tho intention was lo create n 
corporation ol persona resident in Victoria, 
but that Is nowhere expressed in tha Act, nnd 
is only arrive 1 al by Implication. It provides 
for tho election of u Mayor and Council, and 
by Sec. 20 confers upon the Council author- 
ity to make by-laws and ordinance lor Ihe 
regulation ol the corporation. Sic. 24 gives 
u further authority in general words; lor the 
making of other by-laws to raiso a revenue, 
with a provision that no by-lnw shall lax real 
and leasehold properly above a fixod rate; nnd 
another, that in no caso shall pirsonal pto- 
perty, ships, or pasaengers bo taxed — thus 
giving, according to thu construction of the 
Attoinoy-Gereral, a universal power of taxa- 
tion, subject to the oxoeptions stilted. Under 
this •eeUon the by law objected to wns made, 
and thu question is, is it ycod, under 
ihe words used by tho Legislature ! 
Thero is no doubt the by laws 
of this naturo arc held good in Cittmila. 
Almost all their corporatiou revenues arc 
raised by by-laws Imposing taxes, and ru 
doubt Ibis is in conformity with the laws ol 
Canoda governing municipal corporations. 
Uut tho Court cannot coustrue a statute 
made horo by thoiJ laws. It must look to 
thoss which govern hero, and in doing so also 
consider the rights secured to Her Majesty's 
subjects rosideut under them.
